YOKOHAMA. 

Since last advices from this port three mails had arrived out, 
namely, those of 10th, 17th, and 27th August ; the latter was 
received on the 16th October, the day on which tho present 
homeward mail left. No diplomatic news is recorded, except 
the departure of the Belgian Minister for Chi 
The Japan Herald says that Stotsbashi is confirmed as 
Shiogoon, and this is now proclaimed among the Japanese. 
He has placed himself at the head of his forces, and new spirit 
48 infused into all the Government operations. There have 








been. threo. engagements si since “he took command, One in the 
Province of Aki, and a second in Iwami. In both of these 
Choshiu’s troops were routed. As, however, the idea pre- 
vailed in the Shiogoon’s army that a large body of Choshiu’s 
force was close at hand in each case, they did not pursue 
beyond a limited distance. At Kokura, Ogasawari-no-kami 
has had a decided advantage over Choshiu’s invading force, 
driving them across the strait to Simonoseki, pursuing 
them, and taking the heads of upwards of two hundred men. 
Ogasawari-sama having obtained this victory, burnt tho villago 
or town of Kokura, and taking two of the men-of-war stcamers, 
embarked with a largo portion of his force, ostensibly for 
Nagasaki, but in reality to join the Shiogoon. Stotsbashi is 
showing the utmost activity in every department. He is getting 
his army into fine order and concentrating his forces. Ogasawari- 
Iki-no-kami has joined the {Shiogoon with his contingent, and 
decrees have been issued respecting Choshiu, We are still, 
however, led ‘to believe that the Shiogoon earnestly desires 
peace, and that his great energy is exhibited to this end. 

The remains of the late Shiogoon have been conveyed to 
Yedo in the recently purchased steamer Dumbarton. 

An embassy is to start by the next mail (English or French 
we know not) from Stotsbashi to the Emperor of Russia, The 
Envoy is Koidé Yamato no Kami, Governor of Hakodadi, and 
a newly appointed Governor of Foreign Affairs. He takes a 
portrait of Stotsbashi to the Emperor, and a letter stating that 
he would have desired to have seen the Czar in person, but as 
his affairs here are so very urgent he sends his Minister, who 
will present to his Majesty his picture. The object is to define 
boundaries, and arrange the Saghalien difficulties. 

Kamakatsu Oomi-no-kami, long governor of the Japanese 
college at Benten, is appointed a Governor of Foreign 
Affairs, but will continue to reside principally in Yoko- 
hama. We rejoice in this appointment, as his acquaintance 
with the lights and shades of European character renders him 
capable of forming a more correct judgment than most of his 
compeers are able to do; and as he is a man of known in- 
tegrity, high-minded and very intelligent, the best results may 
be expected. 

The Herald says the following may be thoroughly depended 
upon as authentic respecting the death of the late Shiogoon :-— 
“The Shiogoon, although so young, was in astate of health 
for some months past such as to give cause for uneasiness. Ho 
had heart disease besides a tendency to dropsy. Added to 
these, lately, kake, the malady we have before described, had 
shown itself, but the real and immediate cause of his death was 
discase of the heart. He suffered very much from rheumatism 
three years ago, which laid the foundation of the complaint he 
died of. As every effort and all the skill of his native 
physicians had no beneficial eficct, Dr. Bauduin, Superintendent 
of the Medical College at Nagasaki was sent for, He arrived at 
Osaca on the 22th August, but found that he was too late, as 
the Shiogoon died before he arrived: Finding his services were 
not required, Dr. Bauduin at once proceeded from Osaca to Yedo. 
The Shiogoon felt acutely the non-success of his army on the 
opening of the war; and this, operating on his spirits, the 
sufferings he endured from kake, and the general unhealthy 
state of his body, all helped to hasten the crisis, He was 
twenty-one years of age, and it is not surprising that with such 
accumulated infirmities he was unequal to the exertion the 
troubles of his Government called for. 
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Tho Japan Times says:— The position of Stotsbashi at 
present is this :—He has been named as heir to the late Shio- 
goon, but has not received a commission from the Mikado to 
assume the vacant post. Kishiu, the late Shiogoon’s uncle, and 
commander-in-chief of his forces has resigued his command 
which Stotsbashi has taken up, and he is now with the troops. 
‘The Daimios in Osaka are statcd to be getting tired of the 
war, which keeps them away from their territories and forces 
them to retain large bodies of men in the capital at their own 
expense. Everything seems to portend a speedy termination 
to this unhappy civil war, which is desolating a fine part of the 
country, raising the price of provisions and labour everywhere 
and creating general fdiscontent. Should its result be, as we 
have reason to anticipate, a radical change in the constitution 
and Government of Japan, it will be well for her and the rest of 
the world.” 

The Japan Times says :—“ Our silk market has shown more 
activity during the past fortnight, as reference to our commer- 
cial record and to the cargo list of the Labourdonnais will show. 
‘We have to note the arrival by the last English mail of an agent 
of tho Peninsular and Oriental Company. The position of this 
association here is not by any means satisfactory, and we can- 
not see how it will be able to maintain its line in the face of the 
French and American opposition, without what it should have 
reccived from its first start, a fair subsidy from our Government. 
It is true that the wants of the trade here at present would be 
fully supplicd by two steamers a month, and if the P.& O. ran 
its vessels only alternately with those of the Messageries, the 
line might be made to pay. It certainly cannot do so at present, 
when one of its steamers whichruns concurrently with the French 
ship almost invariably goes away with a freight which mustleave a 
heavy loss upon the voyage. But at the same time it might, 
on occasion, be most prejudicial to English interests to ship the 
entire export of each alternate fortnight in a foreign bottom, 
and we trust that the company will succeed in obtaining the 
same assistance from our own executive as that given by its 
rivals by their respective Governments. But at thesame time 
some radical change in its own management must be made ; 
for, subsidy or no subsidy, merchants here will not ship silk in 
the P. and O. steamer when they have the opportunity of 
sending it by another which, starting only twenty four hours 
before it from this port, places its valuable freight in consignces’ 
bands in England five or six days earlier, And when the 
American line is started, both Englisk and French will have to 
cede to it all the freight from this port, so far as the carriage 
to Hong Kong is concerned. From Yokohama to Hong Kong 
direct is the natural route for Japanese produce, and the com- 
munication between Shanghai and this bad better be left to 
private steamers.” 


NAGASAKI, 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.'s Market Report:— 

Imponts.—A decided improvement has manifested itself in our import 
market during the month, Grey Shirtinss, White Shirtings, and T-Cloths 
are in small demand at quotations; Dyed Brocades, Damasks 
Red Cambrics, and Prints are al fair demand ; White Spo 
and Fancy Prints are dull of sale, with large stocks of the latter 
chellas are also in heavy stock, but with improved inquiry. Camlets are 
saleable at quotations, but holders are firm stocks being light. Long 
Ells, Scarlet and assorted, Black Velvets, Figured Orleans, and Camlet 
Cords, are wanted, and stocks also light. Lustre Orleans are more in- 
quired for. Metals share to home extent in the general improvement. 
Spelter and lead are wanted at quotations, Fine Nail Rods and Pig Iron 
are also in demand, but other descriptions are dull of sale. Of Coal there 
is no stock, but prices, which are to some extent governed by those cur- 
rent in Shanghai, are lower. 

EXvorts.— Produce continues in good demand at advanced rates for 
general staples, owing principally to the necessity some people are under 
of making purchases to fill chartered vessels. Vegetable Wax and Tobacco 
remain in demand at a further advance for the latter. Galls and Camphor 
have been settled to a small extent. In Copper or Cotton nothing has 
been done. Tea: Less anxiety being exhibited on the part of operators, 
‘our dealers show more inclination to quit their stocks, and prices. may be 
considered about $2 lower. As supplies of good medium leat, however, 
continue to arrive freely, a further decline may be anticipated. Settle 
ments for the month are estimated at 1,800 piculs. Silk: No supplies 
have reached us.

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KOREA. 

‘The truth of the telegram from Kiachta published in our 
issue of the 5th ultimo, is fully confirmed as far as regards the 
loss of the General Sherman, and the massacre of the crew ; 
while that portion of it announcing war between France and 
Korea is amply justified by the fact that the French forces have 
actually been in hostile collision with the Koreans. Two Chinese 
junks which arrived at Chefoo on the 12th brought the follow- 
ing report :— 

‘The captain of one of the junks was engaged by Mr. Thomas, 
the interpreter on board the General Sherman, to pilot her up 
the river Phieng, and thus became acquainted with that gen- 
tlemav. Mr. Thomas, it will be remembered, came to China 
some years ago under the auspices of the English Mission, and 
has lately made a trip along the Korean coast for the purpose 
of obtaining some knowledge of their language and with the 
further object of making an exploring tour to the in- 
terior, The junk captain took the schooner up the river four 
tides. By this time an alarm had spread among the natives of 
the presence in the river of a piratical vessel with a large crew 
and having armament. The protestations of Mr. Thomas that 
the vessel was & peaceful trader were of no avail ; business] of 
all kinds was suspended, and the natives began to collect in 
large numbers on the banks of the river. The friends of the 
junk captain, whose vessel it would seem had followed the 
schooner thus,far, demurred at his proceeding further up the 
river, saying that if he were killed they would not dare to return 
to Yen-tai. Yielding to their solicitations he left the schooner 
at a point opposite Little Phienganso, Those on board the 
schooner were determined to proceed. The junk then came 
direct to Chefoo, with the report that a foreign schooner had 
been wrecked opposite Phincganso, and all on board burnt, 
with the vessel, The General Sherman is the only schooner 
known to have been on the Korean coast, and it is certain 
that it is she who met this fate. 

The French admiral returned from Korea to Chefoo early in 
October. The exploring squadron having reached the Bay of 
Prince Jerome, the Korean pilot on board pointed out the mouth 
of tho river leading to the capital, The gunboat Deroulede, 
commanded by Lieutenant Richy, was immediately ordered off 
to sound, aud if possible to reach the town of Kang Hoa, 
about one-third of the way up to the capital, The gunboat 
ascended the river against a current rupning five miles an 
hour, and found it practicablo as far as Kang Hoa, and 
the commander, having made drawings of the island on which 
this town is situated, and also a plan of the river, returned 
to the Admiral. ‘The next day the Admiral embarked 
hon board tho Derowlede, and in compauy with the TardifT 
made his way up to Kang-Hoa. It appears that the 
steamer Emperor had lately reached this place by another 
channel of the sameriver, which mects the stream ascended 
by the Freuch gunboats at that spot, and a town on the 
other bank was taken by the captain of the Emperor for the 
capital. ‘The French gunboats concluded the ascent of the 
river from the point where the Lmperor terminated her obser- 
vatious and surveys, for about twenty miles ; aud then came in 
sight of the walls of the city of Say-col, the capital and resi- 
dence of the King. On their way thither they found great 
difficulties ; continual shoals, rocks and sharp turnings, together 
with the rapidity of the current brought them to a stand several 
times. They found several stone forts along the river side, with 
guns mounted. On their way the Mandarins collected a fleet of 
junks to bar the passage, but after a warning and a round shot, 
they dispersed and left the roadclear. The authorities came 
on board and presented the French with provisions, a fat ox 
amongst other things, and requested them to withdraw. After 
taking drawings, soundings, and plans, the Admiral gave orders 
for the Deroulede to turn her course down the river, but very 
soon after the Zardif was fired at; both gunboats returned 
the fire and dispersed the soldiers. At Kang Hoa they were 
again fired at, and again were obliged to send a few shot in 
return, ‘The forts scemed swarming with soldiers, with flags, 
and armed with muskets; {the soldiers also wore Japanese 
swords. Aftcr some little trouble the gunboats rejoined the 
Primanguet which had been waiting for them at the mouth of 
the river, and the squadron returned to Chefoo. The expedi- 
tion leaves for Korea immediately. While off the coast they 
heard that the American schooner General Sherinan had been 
wrecked and all hands murdered; this has since been oon- 
firmed by a junk arrived from the Korean coast. The Koreans 
who held intercourse with the Zmpcror have ell had their 
heads cut off. 
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CHINA, 
CHEFOO, 

Mr. Thomas L, McCready, of tho firm of Allen and Co., has 
arrived at Chefoo in the Nanzing with a view of endeavouring 
if possible to obtain intelligence respecting the people on board 
the General Sherman. He will go on, if necessary, from Chefoo 
to Tientsin and thence to Peking ; where he will obtain a pass- 
port from the United States’ Legation and will then continue 
his journey to Moukden, where he will endeavour to procure the 
assistance of the Chinese authorities in tracing out the facts 
connected with this matter. Itis believed by some to be not 
altogether without the bounds of possibility that the Koreans 
may have taken the forcigners to the barrier and havo handed 
them over to the Chinese. Should such be the case there 
may be some difficulty in finding them out, as the Mandarius at 
Moukden have upon more occasions than one thrown foreigners 
into gaol to avoid the expense of sending them on to their 
proper authorities, It is not very long ago since Mr, Meadows, 
the British Consul at Newchwang, was instrumental in obtain- 
ing the release of four Russians, whe had been for a lengthened 
time in prison at that place, and the attempt made to induco 
Captain McCaslin and the crew of the steamer Surprise to take 
up their quarters in a gaol, would probably have resulted in 
their being similarly detained, had they allowed themselves to 
get into tho mandarins’ power to that extent. The plan con- 
templated by Mr. McCready of going to tho barrier in company 
with Chinese officials will probably prove tho most satisfactory 
that could be devised; as the Coreans are familiar with the 
Chinese authorities, and their prescnce will secure the matter 
receiving attention at head-quarters, 

SHANGHAI 

Dates hence are to the 21st October. The outward mail of 
August 27 was delivered on October 11. Tho only interesting 
item of news is a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, at 
which the subject of railway communication was alluded to 
anda line by the sea wall to Hangchow recommended as the 
least likely to excite objection, as a first attempt. Another 
letter, written by the Chamber to Sir Rutherford Alcock, regard- 
ing the navigation of inland waters by small steamers, was laid 
before tho meeting, together with a curt reply by tho latter, 
simply saying that he saw no reason to change his previous de- 
cision, ~ Resolutions were passed condemnatory of the shorten- 
ing of the usance of bills, and pointing out the hardships of 
the present rule in reference to Custom-house seizures. The 
conduct of H.B.M.'s Consul at Canton in the Prince Albert case 
was blamed ; and a resolution passed reducing the future rate 
of subscription to tls. 25. Messrs, Hargreaves, Bryaus, Probst, 
Turing, Tyson, Duncanson, Johnson, and Iveson were elected to 
be the committee for the ensuing year. 

The North China Herald, in commenting on tho Lubra 
piracy and murder case, remarks :— It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the efforts of the police to discover the perpetrators of 
the crime will prove successful ; though the hope arises rather 
from a desire for vengeance than from any covfidence that 
punishment will avail to prevent similar outrages in future. 
Exclusion of the piratical vessels which have hitherto found 
a refuge in Hong Kong harbour, and exccution of every pirate 
who falls into our hands, will do little towards the suppression 
of piracy as an institution, or to save the lives of future captives, 
So long as pirates find immunity in the weakness of their own 
government, and a safe refuge under tho eycs of their own 
officials, piracy will continue to flourish in Chinese waters. All 
the efforts of the English gunboats, which have now for years 
patrolled the Chincse waters, must utterly fail to era- 
dicate a disease of which they cannot reach the foun- 
tain head. However vigorous a crusade may bo car- 
ried on, many vessels may be captured or destroyed, 
others will continue to be equipped in their stead, so long 
as the native officials lack either the power or the will to control 
the movements of the piratical fraternity on shore, in their inlets 
and harbours. One object of Admiral King’s visit to Peking 
is said to be to concert with Sir Rutherford Alcock measures 
for the repression of piracy. If the latter can impel the 
Chinese themselves to more vigorous action in the matter, he 
will have gained an important step towards their end.” 

FONG KoNG.

sum, which was until so lately looked upon as the legitimate 
assertion with which a British subject might express his 
inviolability, has entirely lost tho significance given to it by 
vigour of Lord Palmerston’s policy,—it may be supposed that 
the intelligence from Korea which this mail takes home will not 
be looked upon with utter indifference in England. The news 
of the miserable fate that has befallen British and United 
States’ subjects at the hands of the ferocious potentate who 
sways the Government of Korea has horrified even the 
apathetic communitics of the Chinese ports, and but one senti- 
ment—the desire for speedy vengeance—is expressed on all 
sides, Significantly enough, however, the results of the Russell- 
Gladstone policy are secn in the anticipations that are expressed 
of hostile action being taken by the French and United States’ 
vessels of war, whilst the assertion of British power is looked 
upon as so very unlikely as to be scarcely discussed as a 
possible event, The destruction of the General Sher- 
man in the river near the Korean capital has been 
ascertained almost beyond the possibility of mistake from 
two quite independent sources, namely, froma French mission- 
ary who accompanied the French exploratory expedition to the 
coast of Korea, and from a Chinese trader, who came forward 
recently at Chefoo and volunteered a statement of all he knew 
concerning the massacre of the Europeans and the destruction 
of the schooner on board which they had entered tho river. 
His story has been published in the newspapers here, and will 
therefore reach you in full by this mail. There can be no 
doubt that the voyage of the General Sherman was a most fool- 
hardy undertaking, and that those on board proceeded with 
their lives, it may be said, in their hands ; but it is most fer- 
vently to be hoped that the British Government will not seek 
in this fact an excuse for ignoring the outrageous and murder- 
ous savagery of the Korean Government. It may be, however, 
that before orders for any action by the Admiral on this station 
can reach China the capital of Korea will be in the possession 
of a French naval brigade. The entiro available force of French 
vessels of war in these seas is already assembled at Chefoo, and 
rumour has it that a portion of Korean territory is to be forthwith 
occupied, pending instructions from Paris which shall authorise 
an advance upon the capital for the purpose of avenging tho 
massacre of the French missionary priests. The time has 
obviously arrived for reading an unmistakable lesson to this 
last of Asiatic tyrants, and great will be the pity if the British 
flag finds entrance into his dominions only under sufferance of 
our French allies. 

As regards avy commercial advantage to be derived from the 
“ opening ” of the country, no very sanguine expectations aro 
entertained here, though it appears by no means improbable 
that under an enlightened and liberal regime both the productive 
capabilities of the country might be rapidly stimulated, and a 
market created for the consumption of texile manufactures. 

In previous letters I have already mentioned that a memorial 
to the Home Government from the Hong Kong Chamber of Com- 
merce, urging the opening of the port of Shuey Tung, on the 
west coast of the Canton province, has been talked about for 
some time past, and I now learn that the U.S, steamer Wachu-. 
sets has been sent down in the direction of Hainan for the 
purpose of reaching if possible the port of Kiung-chow (which, 
though included in the Treaties in the list of open ports, has 
never yet been formally declared open), and reporting on its 
capabilities. 

The coolie trade at Macao continuos to excite great atten- 
tion, and the interior swarms with crimps, by whom hundreds 
of wretched Chinese are brought down in daily batch2s to the 
barracoons of that iniquitous settlement. 

‘The commercial rumours hero are so distressing and at tho 
same time so vague that I refrain from doing more than al- 
luding to their existence.

was subsequently brought in by the steamer Wie Cloud, which 
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— 
was chartered for the purpose. She had nearly completed takin 
in her number of passengers for Havana, The other craft, & 
French one, the Sagzttaire, with a ful! complement of coolies, 
also drifted and has not yet been heard of, although the steamer 
Fire Dart had been out to search for her. 

The arrival of the Chief Justice, the horiourable John Smale 
Into Attorney-General of this colony, determines the acting 
appointment so long held by Mr. Ball. During the four years 
that gentleman has been in the colony (says the Hong Kong 
Mercury) he has certainly been seated for three years and a 
half on the bench of the Supreme Court, and it would hardly 
be gracious to permit him to step down from the position he 
has so worthily filled without some acknowledgment by the 
public of his attention to the business of his Court, of his patience 
and urbanity,of his impartiality, and of the general satisfaction 
with which his judgments have been received. If any fault has to 
be found with him it is that he leaned too strongly to the side of 
mercy in criminal cases, and appeared to strain a point very fre- 
quently in favour of a prisoner. His unflinching application of the 
powers intrusted to him by the clauses of the flogging ordinance 
in every case to which they could possibly be made applicable 
merits the gratitude of all. He resumes, we bekeve, the duties 
of his appointment as Judge of the Court of Summary Jurisdie- 
tion, while Mr. Whyte devotes himself entirely to his magis- 
terial duties. He too has done well in his acting appointment, 
and gave satisfaction to the suitors frequenting his Court by his 
general disregard of all legal technicalities, and his habit of de- 
ciding each case on its substantial merits, His decisions were 
very equitable. 

Five-cont pieces (the Mercury informs us) are in course of 
manufacture at the Mint for some of the banks, for whom, too, 
the twenty-cent pieces, and in fact a large proportion of the 
small change, is being coined. A profit of ten or twelve per 
cent. will, we have been told, be derived by the banks from the 
investment, as the smaller‘coins are not intrinsically of the value 
they represent, but are only tokens circulating ab a fictitious 
value. If this is the case—that is, if the banks derive a 
profit from the conversion of dollars or sycee into ten and 
twent-cent pieces even after paying the seigniorage and 
premelting fee, we cannot understand why the Government did 
not secure that profit for itself by calling in a proportion of the 
existing currency and having the amount so called in converted 
into small coin and issued at once. This operation, by no 
means a difficult one, would have had the effect of diminishing 
the heavy loss that must be incurred by the colony on account 
of the Mint. We may possibly be basing our remarks on 
unreliable information. The profit on the smaller coins may 
not be as considerable as we have been informed. No harm, 
however, can be done by calling the attention of the Govern. 
ment and the public to a matter which may be of importance 
in connection with the Mint question. 

The report, of the Bremen barque Perle shows the violence 
of the typhoon which raged on the 29th and 30th September. 
She left Taiwanfoo on September the 28th ; had a fresh gale of 
wind froma the northward and a high rough sea from the same 
quarter, on account of which she could not discharge cargo ; about 
noon all communication with the shore was completely in- 
terrupted ; barometer going down, prepared for a storm, and 
were ready to slip; vessels at anchor, Swedish barque Bengal, 
Hamburg barque Atalanta, Bremen barque Perle, three-masted 
schooner Japon and Willy. At midnight heavy northerly storm, 
the Willy and Bengal were dragging their auchors ; glass still 
going down, 

The Evening Mait says :—“Mr. Tonnachy, the Registrar- 
General, has discovered the existence of a den of kidnappers, 
and brought up some twenty-five Chinese who had been 
illegally detained therein. The names of one or two ‘eminent’ 
Europeans are freely mentioned in connection with the existence 
of this disgraceful establishment, but we of course refrain from 
comment until the actual facts of the case are further elucidated. 
Hitherto the only firm mentioned publicly in court is that of 
Messrs, Bourjau, Hubener and Co. whose well known 
abhorrence of the coolie traflic isa sufficient answer to any who 
would endeavour to fix upon them the guilt of maintaining such 
an establishment, Some interesting details will probably be 
evolved when the case is heard. We congratulate Mr, Tonnachy 

on the zeal aud sagacity he has displayed. No less than eight 
Macao crimps have been exccuted lately at Cautou.” 

Linke, a Chinese contractor, lately kidnapped, and for the 
detection of whose kidnappers a reward of five hundred dollars 
was recently offered by the Colonial Government, has at length 


returned. It appears that his kidnappers took him to a village 
some fifty miles above Canton, and there detained him until he 
agreed to pay up a ransom of $4,500, which, hopeless of gain- 
ing his freedom in any other way, he eventually consented to 
do. We trust that the Government will move the Chinese 
authorities to take steps to discover and punish the kidnappers. 

Fourteen Chinese had been flogged in one day at the public 

whipping post, Queen’s-road West. The ceremony attracted a 
large crowd, among whom were mavy countrymen of the 
culprits, We have had occasion lately to notice the diminution 
of offences by the Chinese, and it is possible that this public 
mode of punishment may have had a deterring effect. upon 
them. . 
Weare glad to learn that the assay question regarding the 
new dollars has been satisfactorily settled at Canton, and they 
will shortly be proclaimed legal tenders at that port in payment 
of Customs duties. We trust that the sagacious example 
shown by the Canton Commissioner will be followed at other 
ports. 

Saturday the 29th, af 4 at. hurricane-like storm from 
N.W. and a tremendous swell from the West ; the glass rising, 
hoped for a favourable change in the state of the weather ; 
about 5 a.m., the Japan parted cables and was soon lost out of 
sight ; heavy showers of rain were fast succeeding one another ; 
at daybreak had only the Atalanta with us; no change of 
wind and weather, glass being stationary. Struck topgallant 
masts and took every other possible precaution. About ten 
o’clock the storm commenced in hurricane-like squalls from 
the westward, the sea increasing at a fearful rate ; the ship was 
riding heavily, the sea continually washing over ber; at 10.30 am. 
in ap awfully heavy sea parted our chain, when we were heading 
N.W. ; the westerly swell made the ship pay off to the northward ; 
hoisted immediately foretopmast staysail, loosed our topsails, 
sheeted some closo reefed foretopsails; kept close reefed 
maintop sail shaking, put the helm hard a port, hoisted the jib, 
and she fell off to NE. by =. All at once a heavy ground swell 
broke right over us in 54 fathoms of water ; the ship broached 
to and drifted broadside on; let go our second and 
third anchors, paid out all chain, shackled the ends 
round tho foremast ; the windlass alone could no longer 
be trusted, although it had been sustained by stanchion 
tackles; furled the sails, or what was left of them. The 
ship dragged her anchors at a rapid rate, breakers all around 
us; had uo other alternative left us but to cut away the 
masts, to prevent the ship being dashed to pieces within the 
next few minutes ; cut away the masts accordingly, when the 
ship ceased dragging her anchors, and ship and cargo could be 
considered safe, Heavy ground seas wero still breaking all 
over the vessel, smashing to pieces the boat, watercasks, 
companion-ladders, gig, sty, hencoops, and many other things ; 
the rest of the day sea and rain as heavy as ever; in tho 
afternoon the storm gradually decreased, the glass rising; 
made a raft to safe our lives if required. 

Sunday, the 30th of September, moderate storm from west 
by south, soon dying away toa stiff gale of wind. Less swell 
and rain than yesterday. At daybreak saw to the southward 
of us the Willy high and dry, and another schooner close tu her ; 
found our thir cable was sprung; the vessel was still knocked 
about most fearfully ; in the afternoon succeeded in rigging a 
jury mast on the fore deck ; kept the pumps sucking. 

Monday, the Ist October. ‘Ihe weather moderating ; rigged 
a jury-mast on the poop. At nightfall took on board the ship- 
wrecked crew of the Dutch barque Pylades, lost the night pre- 
vious ; close to her a British barque was lost, and a 3-m. 
schooner capsized ; were towed towards our old auchorage on 
the following day and left Taiwanfoo on the 18th October, jury 
rigged ; expericuced strong gales and heavy running sea from 
the northward ; anchored on the 20th, at 10 a.m. in the Lamma 
Channel; at 8 p.as. in Hong Kong roads. 








SIAM. 

The Bangkok Recorder gives the following details of the 
rebellion in Upper Burmab, ‘The intelligence from Mandalay is 
to the effect that on the 2nd August two sons of the King of 
Burmah murdered their uncle the Ein Shee Meng. After that 
by their orders two of their half-brothers, three of the Woon- 
gyees and other leading men were murdered. ‘The Thongzay 
Prince, who formerly came to Rangoon, has escaped from 
the city. ‘There appears every probability that no more blood- 





shed will take place. All Europeans are safe and unmolested. 
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No difficulty as respects intercourse between the Burmese and 
British Governments is anticipated. 

Since the accession to the throne ‘of the present King in 
December, 1852, his brother by the same mother, called the 
Elin Sheo Meng, was regarded both by the Court and the popu- 
lation as the heir apparent to the Throne. The meaning of 
the Burmese title by which he was addressed implied this heir- 
ship. But as the King and the royal brother were both rising 
in years, the former being fifty-five and the latter fifty-two, the 
younger branch thought it high time to act as all their prede- 
cessors had done—to strike for the throne, A Burman 
monarch never dies in power. He is generally either put down 
by some conspiracy or placed in confinement. King Tharawad- 
dee, the father of the late and present Burmese Sovereigns, was 
made a prisoner by his eldest surviving son, who mounted the 
throne and retained his father a captive during the remainder 
of his life. Similarly the Paghan Meng, the late King, was 
hurled from power by a rising of the people at the capital, 
during the late war with the British Government. He was 
considered a mere puppet in the hands of a few persons and 
utterly unfit to govern, The Men-doon Meng then mounted 
the throne, and has kept his half-brother, the Paghan Meng, a 
prisoner ever since. The deposed King has no sons, 

By the events which have taken place at the Burmese capital 
within the last few days, the throne of the present and very 
popular King seems to be shaking. 
precursor of arevolution. The game for the throne lies between 
the Thongzay Prince and the Mengoon Prince. Both of these 
princes are half-brothers, being born of different mothers, 

According to Burmese custom, the prince who aspires to the 
throne escapes as quietly and as quickly as he can from the 
Royal city. In the country, he and his followers raise the 
standard of revolt. 
throughout the country, aud lure them on by promises of 
plunder, As the game is still playing, it is impossible to tell 
who will be the next King of Burmah. That the good and 
friendly King will be dethroned there is no doubt. His life 
will be spared, and the remainder of his days will be spent as 
acaptive. As it is unusual to retain two deposed Kings at 
one time in the Royal city, the fate of the Paghan King may be 
considered as decided, He will be quietly put out of the way. 

Two of the three Ministers of State who have been murdered 

are known, ono was the Myadoung or Commander-in-Chief of 
the city, of the Royal troops, of the arsenal and palace. The other 
was Ioungshay, the King’s special and confidential friend and 
adviser in all matters pertaining to the welfare of the kingdom, 
The name of the third is not known. Among others who have 
been assassinated in the course of recent events is the celebrated 
Moung Oke, the ex Burmese Governor of Rangoon, to whose 
rapacity and ferocity toward Europeans the last war was attri- 
butable, He held no office, but his brother is Master of the 
Horse and Governor of Moke-so-bo, the district just north of the 
capital. 
Lieutenant Bagge, of the Royal Engineers, who completed the 
demarcation of the north-east boundary} between Tenasserim 
and Siam during the last dry season as far as the Amya Pass, 
will proceed to Bangkok for the purpose of getting assistance 
there, with which to recommence the work. Lieut. Baggo re- 
quires elephants and guides, which are more easily procured 
from the Siamese than in any part of our own territory, and 
will make an early start in November, beginning at the Pakchan 
river and will work up northward to the pass,

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 

At the annual meeting of the P. and O. Company to-day’ the 
report was adopted which, as already anvounced, recommends a 
dividend for the half-year of 3 per cent., with a distribution of 
23 per cent. from the underwriting account, making, with the 
dividend of 34 per cent. declared in June, a total of 9 per cent. 
for the year, ‘The asscts of the company, including £3,043,163 
for stock of ships, less the amounts deducted for depreciation, 
are £4,144,290, while the liabilities, including 2,300,000 paid- 
up capital and £626,500 debentures are £3,685,275, showing 
a surplus of £459,015. The company have contracted with 
Denny Brothers, of Dumbarton, for a uew vessel of 2,167 tous 
and 500-horse power, which is to be ready in six months, and 
several of the finest of their old ships have undergone a com- 
plete renewal. ‘Ihe amount remaining to be called up on the 
new shares of the company having been absorbed, aud tho di- 
rectors feeling it requisite to prepare to mect any invitation for 
tenders for new services which might lead to the necessity of 
building more vessels, an application has been made for a sup- 
plemental charter authorising an addition of £1,000,000 to the 
present capital by an issue of 20,000 new shares of £50 each, 
Three vacancies have occurred in the board of direction, and 
Mr. E. Thornton, C.B,, and Mr. G. Carleton L’Estrange, together 
with Mr, Henry Bayley, now one of the assistant-managers, wera 
elected. 


Mr. C. E, Walduck, secretary pro, tem. of the Colombo Gas 
and Water Company (Limited), has issued a circular inviting 
capitalists and others interested in the proposed scheme to meet 
this day, to consider information recently received from Ceylon, 
It appears that a very advantagcous contract has been made 
with the Municipal Council of Colombo for the supply of gas, 
and this will involve an outlay of £50,000 in the establishment 
of works. The capital of the proposed company is to be 
£150,000 in 15,000 shares of £10 each, and it is stipulated 
that 5,000 are to be reserved for Ceylon. 


In Vice-Chancellor Stuart’s Court yesterday Mr. Roxburgh 
asked that a petition of the National Bank to wind up the Bank 
of Hindustan, China, and Japan, which had been reserved for 
the 14th inst., might be ordered to come on with another 
petition for the same purpose which was to come on upon the 
11th inst. The Vice-Chancellor said it would be inconvevieut 
to bring the petitions on to be heard on Tuesday, the 11th inst., 
and directed them to be in the paper on tho 14th inst. A notice 
has been issued that the extraordinary meeting convened to be 
held at the head office of this bank the 10th inst., at twelve 
o'clock, will be forthwith adjourned to the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate-street, when the resolutions referred to in the 
secretary’s circular notice of 23rd ult. will be submitted. 

A telegram received yesterday from Bombay states that the 
proposed resuscitation of the Agra Bank haa beon asseuted to 
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by a meeting of shareholders and creditors held at Bombay on 
the 24th ult. A sccond telegram from the manager at Bom- 
bay states that skareholders and others desire to subscribe for 
the new capital. This, however, has already been allotted here, 
i$ having been considered by the new board desirable to have 
the whole of it secured before making the intended application 
to the Court for its sanction to the resuscitation arrangement. 
The matter came before tho Chief Clerk in Chambers yesterday, 
and was by him adjourned into court, to come on on Saturday, 
the 15th inst. 

Biddings for £350,000 in bills on, India took place yesterday. 
The proportions allotted wero—to Calcutta, £151,300; to 
Madras, £3,500 ; and to Bombay, £105,800, The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s, 11d, on all the Presidencies—a reduction 
of 1 per cent., and tenders at and above the minimum will re- 
ceive in full. These results present a declino of 2 per cent. in 
the terms obtained for Calentta and Madras, and of 1 per cent. 
in those for Bombay, and show that the demand for means of 
remittance to the East has experienced a further considerable 
diminution.

EASTERN ASIA TELEGRAPH. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Having read the letter of * An Engincer” in your issue of the 
28th ult., and being desirous to counteract the tendency of said letter to 
mislead persons who would be disposed to invest money in the Faster 
Asia Telegraph Company, I beg that you will allow me to place the fol- 
lowing before your readei 

To show that I am competent to offer an opinion on the subject, I may 
be permitted to mention that I have just returned from Singapore, where 
Iresided about ten years as engineer and contractor, and that I have 
travelled over a considerable portion of the peninsula along which the pro- 
pred line would pass; also that I erected the line of telegraph which has 

een several years at work in Singapore between that place and New 
Harbour, 

1, Your correspondent “ An Engineer ” implies that the difficulty arising 
from the rudeness of the inhabitants would extend along the entire line 
from Moulmein to Singapore, instead of less than half that distance; the 
territories at both ends of the line being comparatively civilised, and in a 
great measure under the influence of Muropeans. Of the middle portion 
in so far as uninhabited I say nothing, as I do not sce from whom danger 
would be apprehended ; and regarding the thinly inhabited districts, the 
il savages, and I believe that the protection aflorded by 
his Highness the King ot Siam, his Highness the Tumungong of Johore, 
and other native princes, with whom provisional agreements are made on 
behalf of the company will be faithfully executed, and will be as eff ea 
a Government treaty regarding a matter for which it is not supposed that 
our Government would not proceed to warlike extremities. 

2. The cost of a land line is stated by your correspondent to be £100 
per mile, and no doubt he would be glad to obtain a contract'at such a rate 
(though perhaps a submarine line would please him still better), whereas 

















lines can be shown in satisfactory working that did not cost half this sum. 
and for the proposed line there js cheap wood for poste at hand, and water 
carriage for material available at short intervals along the entire line,» 
in which particulars it contrasts favourably with some inland Indian 
telegraphs. Ei 

3. Fluctuations of weather and temperature are stated as objections, but 
any one can satisfy himself that such variations are lessin the localities and. 
titudes in question than in any part of the known world, und are of no 
injurious consequence whatever to such a line of telegraph as is proposed, 

4. Your correspondent is silent about the dangers, difficulties, and losses 
that so frequently beset submarine lines. A submarine line was laid from 
Singapore to Batavia which very soon became entircly useless, being cut 
up by friction upon coral. I have myself seen portions of it fished up that 
looked like an open umbrella skeleton, I cannot speak so confidently as to 
the causes of the damage of the Red Sea cable, but it is well known that 
the loss to those concerned has been very scrious. The Maltaand Alex~ 
andria telegraph is notorious for the frequent interruptions it is subject to, 
but it appears to be more easily repaired than the Red Sea cable, pro- 
bably owing to the absence of such destructive coral in the Mediterranean. 
This objection is in full force between Moulmein and Singapore, and I 
consider it the most insurmountable obstacle to the success of a submarine 
cable there, 

5. Thave only to add that economy of working and repairing are on 
the side of a land line as well as economy of cost, and I have no hesitation 
in stating my belief that the Eastern Asia Telegraph will prove one of the 
most important and most remunerative ever constructed.—I remain, Sir, 
your obedient servant, J. Fisugn.

By the death of Sir William Parker, Sir George Francis Seymour, 
G.C.B., G.C.H., will be advanced to the dignity of Admiral of the Fleet, 
and will consequently be removed from the post of Vice-Admiral of the 
United Kingdom, in which he will no doubt be succeeded by Sir William 
Bowles, K.C.B., now Rear-Admiral of the United Kingdom, who in hia 
turn will make room for Admiral Sir Phipps Hornby, G.C.B., one of the 
few survivors of Sir William Hoste’s victory off Lissa. Sir Phipps is the 
maternal uncle of the Premier, but irrespectively of this claim on the con- 
ideration of the Government no fitter officer could be selected for the 
vacant appointment. The late Admiral of the Fleet, Sir William Parker, 
held the high appointment of first and principal naval aide-de-camp to 
He Majesty the (Queen. 

Vicu-Admiral the Earl of Lauderdale, K.C.B., has been appointed 
First and Principal Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, in’ the place of Admiral 
Parker. 

‘The flag of Sir Thomas Sabine Pasley, Bart. Naval Commander-i 
Chief at Portsmouth, has been shifted from the fore to the main, in con- 
sequence of the gallant officer's promotion to the rank of full admiral, on 
the death of Admiral Parker. The St. George's ensign, on being hoisted 
at the main of the Victory, was saluted according to naval etiquette, the 
Hag of Rear-Admiral George Wellesley, superintendent of Portsmouth, 
kyard, being transferred to the Lule of’ Wellington for the occasion. 
‘The Royal Warrant for the distribution of the Banda and Kirwee prize 
money has received, as we are credibly informed, Her Majesty's signature, 
and will forthwith be dispatched to India for publ in the Calcutta 
and other Presidential Gazettes. We believe that the distribution of the 
fund, in consequence of the arrangements which have been authorised by 
Lord Cranborne, will take place simultaneously ia England and in India; 
and we may, therefore, at length congratulate the fortunate expectants 
on the prospect of an early realisation of the prize for which they have so 
strenuously and successfully combated. 

Rear-Admiral the Hon. George Fowler Hastings, C.B., who has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Vice-Admiral the Hon. Joseph Denman as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Pacitic station, was born in November, 1813, and entered 
the navy in September, 1824. ' IIc obtained the rank of lieutenant Jan. 2, 
1833, and, after serving at Portsmouth and the Mediterranean, became com- 
mander June 30, 1838. He commanded the Harlequin, 16, from August, 
1841, to January, 1845, and while serving in that ship, besides 
sharing in the closing’ operations of the Chinese War, obtained 
the public thanks of the Commander-in-Chief for his conduct 
in landing her boats in conjunction with those of the Wanderer 
and the Diana in an attack upon the piratical towns of Murdoo and 
Quallo Batto, and was promoted to post rank, January 31, 1815. He 
commanded the Endymion, 44, from August, 1847, to January, 1848 ; the

of the paper and discussionon Khotan at the Royal Geographical Society's 
‘sire’ Loae perfectly trust the good sense of the public to steer between 
the extremes of Russophobia on the one hand, and utter neglect of Rus- 
sian policy in Central Asia on the other, if it is well-informed of the facts ; 
but not otherwise. The cause of all our errors and oscillations of opinion 
on the subject hitherto has been ignorance af the facts. Allow me to point 
out briefly in how clear a light our interest and our duty are shown by the 
two leading facts communicated to the world at the above soirce. Firstly, 
that the citiesand vast region of Chinese Turkestan, emancipated by force 
of arms from the Chinese empire; and too distant from both Powers to 
be occupied by Russia or England, are eager to trade with the two 
empires, capecially with ours, as the millions of Mahomedans, 
to whom tea ‘@ necessary of life, must look to India for their 
supply, now stopped from China, and are offering to exchange their 
gold, silver, and other meials, their jade, fine wool, horses, &c., for many 
of our products besides tea. Secondly, that the much abused Rajub of 
Cashmere (who would have a good deal to say for himself if he could 
attend a Geographical Society's soiree) does not really oppose any obstacle 
to the prospect of trade thus opened, as the road through his dominions is 
impracticable to an extensive commerce; the tract of Thibet between 
Cashmere and Turkestan being nearly as high es Mont Blanc in its plains, 
while its ‘ passes’ are from 16,000 to 20,000 feet above the sea; 8 
there is an old aad really good road, with wood, water, and proy ns at 
every station, and pardd: in the time of the Maghul emperors, practicable 
for wheeled carriages throughout the year, and which leads through a pass 
in the Kuen Lim chain, far to the east of Cashmere, straight down to the 
North-West Provinces, and thus opens this vast region of Chinese Tur- 
kestan to British commerce in the safest and most desirable way. Who 
oan help feeling that it isa relief to know these two facts; and who is 
not ready to ie in the wish expressed by Sir Henry Rawlinson, ‘to see 
English consuls established in all these cities of Central Asia,

Tue P. anv O. Company's Srzamens.—During the year 1865 the 
steamships of the Peninsular and Oriental Company performed 384 
voyages from Southampton and Marseilles under their India and China 
mail contracts. This represents a total distance of J,023,792 miles. The 
number of first-class passengers conveyed outwards was 2,891, and home- 
wards 2448, at an average charge, including all provisions, wines, &c., of 
from 2d. to 34d. per mile for each passenger. ‘These vessels aro found 
toconsume more coal, and to travel slower, when transferred from the 
Mediterranean to the Indian seas, the increase in consumption of fuel 
averaging about 1 cwt. per mile for each ship, the average decrease of speed 
being from 1 to 6 furlongs per hour. During the last seven years this 
company has added 28 ships to its fleet, which represents collectively a 
carrying capacity of 48,986 tons, and a propelling force of 10,190-horse 
power. During the past year these ships have conveyed outwards from 
Socthempion 746 tons of mails, consisting of 17,89 packages, at an aver- 
age speed of from nine to ten nautical miles per hour. 

WRECK oF THE “ CrcLone.”"—The following despatch has been re- 
ceived at the Foreign-office from Her Majesty’s Consulate at Nagasaki, 
transmitting the official deposition taken on oath of the three survivors of 
the British ship Cyclone, belonging to Aberdeen, which has been totally 
lost on the south-west coast of the Island of ‘Tancga Tima, and twenty of 
her crew drowned :—" We left Sydney on the 22nd of last June, bound to 
Shanghai, and experienced strong fair winds until about latitude 6 south ; 
afterwards winds light and variable. On the 12th of July, in lat. 12 north, lost 
our fore and main topmasts. On Thursday, August 8th, it was blowing a 
gale from 8. to S.E. with a very low glass and heavy sea, steering W. $ N. 
‘At 4 p.mt. gale increasing; hauled to the wind on the port tack, under 
close-reefed fore and maintopsails, and foretopmast-staysail. During 
the night wind still increasing, very dark, with vivid lightning and heavy 
rains ; glass 29.30; corpusants flying about on the yardarm. At about 
1.45 a.m. on Friday, the 9th, was roused out of bed with the cry 
of land to leeward. Jumped on deck, the captain going up at the same 
time. The ship having scarcely any headway on her, tried to wear her, 
but whilst hauling in the weather main braces she touched on a reef, 
but went over it, and the next sea was broadside on against the 
rock, the lightning showing it to be about fifty feet high, completely 
smooth, and up and down; the second sea the masts went; and the 
third she turned over on her beam ends, deck towards the rock, and 
went down, she being then almost entirely broken up. Not more than five 
minutes elapsed from the time she first touched till she was completely 
broken up. Iwas in the water about three-quarters of an hour on some 
of the spars, when I managed to reach another island at daylight ; found 
that I was on one of a group of five stuall islauds close to the main land, and 
the rockon which we had struck was about half @ mile to soaward, 1 
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managed with the help of a spar to reach the mainland. As soon as [ 
landed the Japanese went off'in their bouts, and found ‘Thomas Guymar, 
A.B., and George Brown, the cook, on another island. All of us were badly 
bruised, All that we d from the wreck was two shirts and a pair of 
trousers, which the natives picked up on the beach and brought to us. On 
Saturday we found the body of Joseph Macnamara on the beach, and we 
buried him in the afternoon, the natives digging the grave for us, Oo 
Sunday afternoon, the sea having gone down considerably, the Japanese 
officers took me off to the rock the ship struck on, and likewise to the 
other islands. There were no-pieces of wreck on orabout the rock ; but 
the weather bays of all the other islands were full, even the lower masis 
and beams being splintered up into small pieces, and some of the wreck 
jammed into the crevices of the rock forty or fifty feet high. During the 
three days we stopped in the village no other bodies were washed on 
shore. On the 12th we went in a junk to another village along the coast, 
and from there took ponies across the island to a town on the other side. 
‘We stopped there, living in a temple till Monday, August 26th 
then started in two junks to Prince Sateuma’s head town, Kagosim 
usthree days to get there, Left Kagosima for Nagasaki in a Japanese 
steamer belonging to the Prince of Satsuma, on Tuesday, Sept. 10th, and 
arrived in Nagasaki on the |2th. The Prince of Satsuma was most kind 
to us, supplying us with clothes and whatever else we required, and for- 
warded us at his own expense, to the Consul at Nagasaki. We were never 
without guards, and wherever we went the people followed us in hundreds 
and treated us kindly. We cannot refrain from testifying our sincere 
thanks to Prince Satsuma and his people, for the affable and kind manner 
in which they treated us during the time we were in their counts. which 
we shall ever bear in remembrance.—( Signed) Faeprnick TayLor,

Al Jews Cotony ix Cuina.—An American missionary in China 
writes toa New York paper to say that the famous Jewish colony in Kai- 
fung-fee, the ancient capital of the Celestial Empire, is scattered, and their 
synagogue demolished. He visited the site of the latter, and found a 
sione had been placed on the spot. On one side of the stone was an in- 
scription commemorating the erection of the synagogue in the reign of the 
Sung dynasty, a.D. 1163; and referring the first arrival of the Jews in 
China to the dynasty of Hon, a.p. 200, On the other side was 
a record of ite rebuilding in the dynasty of Ming, about 300 years ago. He 
found out some of the descendants of the colony, and learnt that they now 
numbered about 300 individuals, They stated that they had been obliged 
© tell the materials of their synagogue to purchase the necessaries of life. 
They were all poor, some were money-changers, others told fruit and cakes, 
and others again dealt in old clothes. They possess a few copies of the 
Jewish scriptures, and a roll of the law, but they are ignorant of the Hebrew 
language. The missionary saw the son of the last Rabbi, with whom 
perished the knowledge of a sacred tongue. The individuals forming this 
most interesting remnant were unable to trace their tribal pedigree; they 
kept no register, they never assembled as a congrogation, and their chil- 
dren are growing up without the seal of the covenant. ‘They remembered 
the names of the feasts of taberoacles, and unleavened bread. Tho mis- 
sionary found a large tablet that adorned the synagogue, on which could 
be traced the name of Israel, in a Mahommedan mosque in Kai-fung-fee. 

Tue ATLANTIC AND Paciric RaiLway.—This line, from New York 
to San Francisco, will be 9,200 miles long. It passes through St. Louis, 
Kansas city, the heart of New Mexico, and gets into California, near the 
head waters of the Colorado river, by a low pass inthe Rocky Mountains, 
The railway is rapidly being made from both termini, By January, 1868, 
it will be extended 1,870 miles from New York to within 200 miles of 
the Rocky Mountains. In two or three years’ time a person will reach 
San Francisco from England in little odds of a fortnight, a nd he will have 
made during that period an ocean voyage 3,000 miles long, and perfoymed 
aland journey of greater length. When the Atlantic and Pacific rail- 
road is completed the route to Japan and Cl via New York and San 
Francisco from this country will be much the best and quickest one. 

Ru tHe AGRA AND Mastsnsay’s Bark (Lumrre).—This was a motion 
on behalf of Mr. Alexander Dunlop Anderson (of the firm of Thompson, 
Anderson, and Co.) for the purpose of restraining the official liquidator 
from enforcing payment under the winding up of a bill of exchange for 
£1,565, accepted by Mr. Anderson, who claimed a right of set-off in 
respect of an overdue bill of exchange for £1,500 accepted by the company 
in December, 1865, the balance of £65 having been paid to the oflicial 
liquidator pursuant to an order made when the motion was first brought 
on at the end of last July, when Mr. Anderson was also ordered to give 
security for £1,500 as the condition of obtaining possession from the liqui- 
dator of the jute, in respect of which the bill for £1,500 had been accepted 
by Mr. Anderson. Mr. Giffard, Q.C., and Mr. Druce, in support of the 
motion, contended that if an action for the £1,566 had been brought by 
the onicial liquidator, and Mr. Anderson had paid into court the £65 and 
then pleaded set-off as to the remaining £1,500 it would have been a good 
legal plea, and it would be inequitable for this Court to deprive Mr. An- 
derson of his right of setting off this amount from the pendency of the 
winding-up order, and the circumstance that the official liquidator was 
resorting to his equitable remedies (under the winding-up) for payment 
of alezal debt. Mr. Roxburgh (with whom was the Attorney-General), 
on behalf of the official liquidator, contended that to allow the set-off 
claimed by Mr. Anderson would prejudice tho rights of the creditors, for 
whose benefit, as well as that of the contributories, the windiog-up order, 
which was equivalent to a decree for the general administration of the 
estate of the company, was made; and that the Companies Act of 1862, 
from the absence of any provision to that effect, must be construed as 
negativing any right of set-off in a person indebted to a company which 
was being wound up. The Vice-Chancellor held that the right of set-off 
was not interfered with by the proceedings under the winding-up order, 
and that tho case must be regarded as if no such order had been made, 
and Mr. Anderson and the bank stood to each other in the ordinary p 
tion of debtor and creditor. The official liquidator must deliver up the 
acceptance of Anderson, and Anderson must deliver up the company's 
ceptance. The bond given by Mr. Anderson, pursuaut to the order made 
in July last, would be cancelled.

AUSTRIAN EXPEDITION TO THE FAR EAST. 


EncouraceEp, probably, by the success which has attended 
her late antagonists, the Italians, Austria hos now resolved on 
despatching a treaty-making expedition to the Eastern seas. 
Admiral TEGETHOFF, the hero of Lissa, is the officer appointed 
tothe command, and it is generally belioved that a worthier 
selection could not have well been made. A frigate and a 
corvette are already undergoing special preparation for the 
service, and will be ready to sail in February next. The Admiral 
will be furnished with magnificent presents for the King of Stawr 
and the Shiogoon of Javan, including warble statues of the Em- 
peror of Austrta, richly bound books and pictures from the Im- 
perial collections, sets of Chinese and Japanese works published 
by the Academy of Sciences at Vienna, portraits of the Imperial 
family, photographs of Austrian scenery, and specimens of all 
the principal productions of the Empire. Besides the diplo- 
matic element the mission is to include commercial experts and 
scientific men, A sum of 200,000 florins has been appropriated 
for its expenses, which, it is remarked, is a handsome allowance 


for such a purpose from a State supposed to be on the verge of 
national bankruptcy. os 


[785 MESSAGE OF SIR HERCULES ROBINSON TO THE 
CEYLON LEGISLATURE. 


Jr has never fallen to the lot of a Governor of Ceylon to 
address the Legislature of the colony under more auspicious 
circumstances than those which attended the openivg of the 
present session. A larger revenue than any previously raised, 
and an excess of income over expenditure which, with former 
surpluses, leaves an unappropriated balance of nearly a quarter 
of a million sterling, is certainly encouraging, especially when 
taken in connection with the improvement of trade and the 
rapid progress of the public works. The slight extent to which 
Ceylon has been affected by the financial crisis, due mainly to 
the soundness of its commercial relations, sufficiently indicates 
the character of that improvement. The balance on hand 
affords the stronger ground for congratulation that so consider- 
able a portion of it is available for disposal. Exchequer sur- 
pluses are by no means new to Ceylon, but the difficulty has 
been to secure any portion of the golden fruit for her 
own use. As with Tantalus, it has been within reach, yet not 
to be appropriated or enjoyed. The vivifying effect of a more 
enlightened administration in the Home Colonial-office is already 
apparent. With the unexpended balance put out to interest, 
and a large portion of the principal made immediately applicable 
to public improvements, the leading grievance of undue restraint, 
in the control of the public moneys is removed. Now, how~ 
ever, that Imperial demands are satisfied, it is time that the 
entire control of these balances should lie with the Government 
and Council. Nothing else will satisfy the just demands of 
Ceylon ; nothing clse remove the impression that the Home 
Government is but lying in wait for another “seizure.” We 
trust the Ceylon League will make another effort to achieve its 
aim in this as in other matters during the present administration, 
encouraged by the promptitude with which colonial Acts now 
receive the Royal sanction, subject of course to modifications 
suggesting themselves as advisable. Wo find even the tele- 
graph called into requisition in giving power to expend a fur- 
ther portion of the Treasury balance than had previously been 
released from home control. Sir Hexcunus, by his official acts 
no less than by his announced policy, indicates the wisdom of 
the choice which placed him at the head of affairs in Ceylon. 
Far from averse to change, if change be but improvement, he 
would yet rather improve than reconstruct the several depart- 
ments ; and what Ceylon requires is a change in their efficienoy 
rather than their organism. His Excellency is evidently 
greatly aided by the spirit shown by the whole European com- 
munity in favour of these public improvements, now being 
carried actively forward—a spirit showing that those jealousies 
have been set aside which elsewhere spring up when vested in- 
terests are interfered with or the field is widened for individual 
competition, There appear to be those who think that the 
Governor’s address should have been nothing less than a trea- 
tise on political economy ; but what we look for in an Executive 
is the practical application rather than the abstract exposition 
of sound principles. Coylon is yet to some extent the victim 
of mere theory—the theory that would deny an effective re- 
presentation of the popular views and will in the Legislative 
Council, the subject yet of Imperial reservation, to which she 
should not, for her own dignity, much longer submit. We are 
far from coinciding in the view expressed in some quarters, 
that native interests should have been dealt with in this address 
separately from those of European olonists, What progress 
is there for any Asiatic race apart from European progress ? 
Just so far as Asiatics are subordinated to our aims, just so far 
they improve their real condition. Our interest is their inte- 
rest, and our success their gain. It is to be regretted that in 
dealing with the subject of rice production and the question of 
Governmental expenditure on irrigation, Sir Hercu1s should 
have left wholly out of view the inducements that exist for 
individual capitalists to apply themselves to rice-growing ; his 
argument that in the event of such expenditure the natives 
would not avail themselves of the advantages offered, assumes 
quite a different aspect when European co-operation is taken 
into account. The fact of 4,000,000 bushels of rice having 
Deen imported last year provides, one would think, sufficient 
inducement, in connection with the fact that Asiatics are ever 
ready, where certain pay is offered, to engage in rice cultivation. 
‘The results of leaving Government outlay on irrigation solely 
to idle natives are too apparent ; and, to use the words of Sir 
HeEncc es, “could have uo material influence on the importa- 
tion.” But why was the opportunity omitted to invite the 
application of capital in this direction, especially with the high 
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rates ruling and the steadiness of the current demand? 
Ceylon must not be satisfied with one great staple, still less with 
a dependence for the very existence of her native population 
on Indian supplies. We would have been lad to have found 
the subject of tea cultivation adverted to. Before the session 
passes we trust the experiments now being carried out will be 
go far successful as to place tea at an early period on the list of 
important exports. 





THE NEW FRENCH AMBASSADOR TO PEKING, 

‘Tae Comte de LALLEMAND is appointed Euvoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of China, in place of 
M. Bertuemy. The Count has just been raised by the Emperor 
to the dignity of Commander of the Legion of Honour, for his 
services in the international sauitary conference of Constanti- 
nople, which lasted for more than twelve months, and of which 
M. de LanLemanp was first French commissioner; the same 
honour has been paid to Saurm Errennt, first Turkish commis- 
sioner and President of the conference, Dr. Bartonertt, second 
‘Turkish commissioner, and M. Prxto pe Soverat, Portuguese 
commissioner, have been made officers of the Legion, and M. 
Kaxerat, Greek, Dr. Muntia, Prussian representative, as well as 
Dr. Naranzi and Baron DE CoLLONGUE, secretaries of the con- 
ference,;chevaliers of the same. 





FOREIGN TRADE WITH CHINA. 
(SECOND NOTICE.) 

In our issue of the 30th ultimo we reviewed briefly the 
opening contributions to the recently published Reports on the 
Trade at the Ports in China opened by Treaty to Foreign Trade; 
for the Year 1865, Published by order of the Insgetor-General of 
Customs, comprising extracts from a despatch addressed to the 
‘Tsung-li yamén by Mr. Hanr, anda report on the trade of Ying- 
tzu and the surrounding districts by Mr. Macpnerson. Con- 
tinuing our review we now arrivo at the report on the trade of 
Tien-tsin for the same period, drawn up by Mr. Baker, It is well 
known that Tien-tsin supplies a very large extent of country, 
and that in the north of China the products of Western looms, 
as well as opium and metals, find a ready market amongst the 
natives of Chih-li, Shan-si, and Southern Mongolia. Reliable 
statistics of the Tien-tsin trade are available for the last four 
years only ; that is to say, since the establishment of the foreign 
inspectorate at the port. As might naturally have been ex- 
pected, the year 1861 witnessed a “roaring trade” in imports, 
which encouraged several merchants to settle down in the place, 
and led most of the wealthy and time-honoured European and 
American firms to open agencies, In 1862, however, a serious 
falling-off was noticed, and 1863 seemed to threaten a total 
extinction of the trade, so far as foreigners were concerned. 
The heavy coast freights were in themselves sufficient to check 
the demand for foreign produce, and insurance, commission, 
&c,, tended to swell the charges on each article until its value was 
so enhanced as to place it practically out of the reach of native 
buyers. Added to this was the increased price of goods caused 
by the American struggle, and hence it was hardly to be wondered. 
at that many of those who, full of trust, had opened establishments 
at Tien-tsin, were reluctantly compelled to cease the pretence 
of business and migrate to some more favoured locality, For 
the past two years the imports of cotton and woollen goods and 
metals have largely increased, and there seems to be good 
ground for hope that, although the earlier anticipations with 
regard to the importance of the trade at Tien-tsin will not be 
realised, there will at least be a respectable sharo of the total 
imports into China absorbed by Northern consumers. But it 
must be borne in mind that the imports to Tien-tsin include 
very little shipped on speculation, ‘There is no such thing as 
amarket for forcign imports, the native merchants being in the 
habit of making their purchases in Shanghai and shipping their 
stocks thus acquired for their own use and benefit. Thus Chinese 
owned imports are offered to the small country dealers at rates 
with which foreigners cannot compete, and the entire trade of 
the place is in the hauds of native hongs. The apparent trade 
of Shanghai is therefore swollen to the advautage of vendors at 
the latter port, but the system presses heavily upon those whose 
business is confined to Tien-tsiu alone, aud who are thus driven 
out of the market by the well-sustained competition of the 
natives. Tho great importance of Tien-tsin as a mart for the 





sale of European cotton goods will be most clearly understood 
from the following figures, which exhibit at a glance the relative 
consumption of those goods at the six most important open 
ports. In 1864, at Shanghai the import of cottons of all kinds 
amounted to 1,022,437 pieces ; at ‘Tien-tsin to 293,802 pieces, 
chiefly re-exported from Shanghai, which algo exclusively supplies 
the river ports ; to 128,471 at Foochow, 123,598 at Canton, 
51,452 at Amoy, and 39,983 at Swatow. Tien-tsin therefore 
stands second to Shanghai, with which, however, it must not 
be compared, as Shanghai supplies, as we have stated, not only 
Tien-tsin, but Chinkiang, Kiu-kiang, and Hankow, as also, to a 
more limited extent, Ningpo. Mr. BAKER suggests the advisa- 
bility of opening a trade with Europe direct in vessels of from 
200 to 300 tons burden. Were this suggestion carried out, 
foreigners might, it is true, supply the Tien-tsin market at prices 
not sensibly higher than those now paid by native buyers in 
Skanghai ; there would be no traushipment, and tho vessels 
might make directly for the mouth of the Peiho, and under 
favourable circumstances discharge their cargoes alongside of 
the foreign settlement nearly forty miles up the river. But the 
power of selection which the native buyers now enjoy, and which 
forms one of the attractions of the existing system, would then 
be lost ; and moreover the cost of towage up the Peiho, or, 
failing this, the wearisome and expensive delays in ascending 
the river under sail, and the great risk run by any vessel at- 
tempting to navigate the stream, are sufficient in our mind to 
outbalance any possible advantages to be gained from shipping 
directly from a European port to Tien-tsin, The Peiho has not 
been the scene of many accidents to shipping, but this result is 
principally due to the fact that sailing vessels of large or even 
average tonnage never attempt to pass Taku. If, however, it 
became the rule for foreign shipping to encounter the dangers 
of the passage from the Taku to Tien-tsin, we have little doubt 
that the rates of insurance on Tien-tsin bound vessels would 
speedily be raised. It is also a matter for question whether 
it. would pay to despatch vessels from England for the Tien-tsin 
trade alone,even under the undoubtedly favourable circumstances 
of avoiding the prescut heavy coast freight from Hong Kong and 
Shanghai. Comparing the year 1865 with 1864 we notice a 
large increase in the imports of manufactured goods and opium, 
In the former case we have $22,350 pieces against 335,324 
pieces imported in 1864, and in the latter 5,625 piculs against 
2,879 piculs. Grouping into one list all the metals imported 
for two years, wo find 22,473 piculs, as compared with 10,880 
piculs imported in 1864, and in like manner foreign needles 
(used chiefly in Korea) rose from 141,563 thousand to 
309,575 thousand. It is to be regretted that Mr. Baker has 
not given comparative value tables, for after all we derive a 
much clearer and more satisfactory view of the trade of a port 
when the different items which make it up are represented in 
taels or in pounds sterling than when it is, as in the present 
instance, conveyed to our minds in the shape of “ piculs” and 
“pieces.” We are, it is true, informed that the total value of the 
imports for 1865 amounted to Tls. 11,852,437, or in round num- 
bers £3,950,000, showing an increase of £1,400,000 over 1864; 
butin thisare included the very importaut items of vative produce 
and Japan imports. We are therefore left iu the dark as to 
the value of the foreign trade, or at best have to depend upon a 
laborious and tentative calculation for the result upon which 
when found we can place no dependence. In this respect as in 
many others Mr. Macruersow in his luminous reports offers a 
shining example to the other commissioners. 

We now turn to the export trade. Tien-tsin and the districts 


of which it forms the most natural exit and entrance are 


essentially consumptive end hardly if at all productive. Tho 
grass lands of Mongolia, the sterile soil of Shansi, and the 
almost equally unproductive plains of Chib-li, offer little of 
value to the exporter. lence the balance is sustaincd by 
treasure, of which one million and a half of tacls was during 
1865 shipped to Shanghai, Hong Kong, and Chefoo. Taking 
into consideration the nature of the surrounding country there 
is little reason to hope for any largely increased development 
of resources except in the case of minerals, Coal is found in 
extensive ficlds to the north and north-west of Pcking, and its 
quality leaves little to be desired. It is, however, possible that 
when the mines shall be worked on scientific principles the 
quality may improve and render the mines of China as 
reuowned as are those of England and Wales, It is at least 
consolatory to reflect that when the bugbear of British croakers 
shall at length have arrived, aud Evglaud is literally “out of 
coals,” an inexhaustible supply will be obtainable in China, 
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which may by that time have changed hands or in some other 
way have become more accessible io European nations, At 
present the Government levy so heavy a duty upon uative coal, 
and so persistently discourage any attempt at developing the 
mineral wealth of the country, that the mines are worked in a 
most unsatisfactory mauner by persons totally unacquainted 
with the means of avoiding the ingross of water in deep 
excavations, avd who are in consequence compelled to content 
themselves with merely tunnelling along tho facos of the coal- 
producing hills. Amongst the principal exports are cotton, 
which is growa all over Chib-li, medicines, grain, and soap. 
Furs, skins, aud felt are also prepared and exported, but the 
chief staples have been already enumerated. Taking a compre- 
hensive view of the export trade for 1865, we find that it 
amounted in value to £563,987, as agaiust £570,262 for 1864. 
The return of shipping is satisfactory, showing a stcady increase 
since 1862, in which year there was a falling off from casily 
explained causes in the tonnag as compared with 1661, The 
figures are as follows :—1861, 111 vessels, 26,561 tons ; 1862. 
87 vessels, 21,921 tons; 1863, 134 vessels, 36,276 tons; 
1864, 185 |vessels, 45,968 tons; 1865, 209 vessels, 60,049 
tons, 

Mr. Baxer appends to his report somo interesting general re- 
marks regarding Mongolia and the prospects of trade at Ticn-tsin. 
The Mongoliavs are described in terms similar to those used by 
Abbé Hox, as simple in their habits, peaceful and hospitable. 
They are indifferent to the luxuries of civilised life, and conse- 
quently have uo idea of the value of money, ‘Their transac- 
tions aro conducted on an equitable privciple of barter, brick 
tea being the most valuable and most readily exchangeable 
commodity. The country they inhabit is subject to all the 
vicissitudes of climate which prevail between the arctic and 
torrid zones, but in spring and autumn the sky is without a 
cloud and the air pure and buoyant. The traveller who loaves 
‘Tien-tsin for a holiday-run into Mongolia finds abundant attrac- 
tions in the peculiarities of the natives, the primitive modes of 
conveyance, and the pastoral life so different from anything he 
has been accustomed to in Europe or during his previous 
residence in China. Mongolia may be regarded as the head 
quarters of Bhuddism, or at any rate as tho field wherein the 
tenets of the great Indian apostle have received their fullest 
and noblest development. Thero are also not wanting places 
of historic interest ; amongst others Ichol, tho site of the Impe- 
rial winter palace. 

Tho causes which operate in the disfavour of Tien-tsin asa 
great centre of trado are, according to Mr. Baker, few in num- 
ber and casily surmountable. The bar at the entrance of the 
Peiho is not a dangerous one, but the lowness of the land 
around the mouth of the river renders it a matter of difficulty 
to find the entrance without running the risk of grounding on 
gome one of the many banks which extend for miles in all 
directions, When the forts have actually been passcd a new 
difficulty arises in the circuitous course of the stream. The 
entire river from Taku to Tien-tsin is a series of reaches, 
inclined to one another in gencral at acute angles. Sailing 
vessels therefore find themsclves at a vast disadvantage, espe- 
cially when the water is low. At spring tides steamers of eleven 
fect and a half draught can ascend without difficulty, but this, 
as will readily be seen, is an exceptional case, and forms no 
argument for the navigability of the river. Besides this, 
another clement of danger is introduced by the presence of 
southern junks moored sometimes thirteen abreast off the 
village of Kokow, which is situated at a most impracticable bend 
in the river. Collisions are therefore of frequeut occurrence in 
spite of the caro aud skillof the steamer captains, Of course 
sailing vessels which, comparatively speaking, are totally un- 
manageable, run even greater risks in such cases than do 
steamers. The water communication between Tien-tsin and 
the trading centres in Honan, Shensi and Shansi, is almost, 
perfect, aud hence the great demand for forcign manufactures, 
Chih-li absorbs but little of the imports brought into Tien-tsin, 
but this is due to the grinding poverty which prevails over the 
greater portion of the Imperial province, which will probably 
be removed if the growth and production of cotton in coming 
years fulfil the promise made during 1864 and 1865. ‘The 
peasants will thus find themselves in possession of money, which 
they will gladly expend in the purchase of foreign n.crchandis 
Tien-tsin, like Newchwang, labours under a serious disadvantage 
in the closure of the port by ice during nearly three months of 
the year, but as this is bcyond human power to, remove, it is 








vain to speculate upon what might be the result wero the 
phenomena of nature in this respect altered, 

Our remarks on Mr, Baker’s report have run to so great a 
length that we can afford but scanty room to that which follows 
next in order. Proceeding southwards we arrive at Chefoo, in 
the province of Shantung, which was placed under the foreign 
inspectorate in 1863, We are glad to notice that the Acting 
Commissioner, Mr. Luson, adopts the plan of assigning the 
values of the various items of import and export trade, and thus 
conveys the clearest possible idea of the mercantile importance 
of his port. We briefly summarise his results, Foreign 
imports, exclusive of opium, treasure, and re-exports, amounted. 
in 1865 to Tle, 800,274 (increase over 1864, Tis. 128,857), 
Opium, Tis. 1,569,799 (increase, Tls. 788,653). Exports 
to foreign countries, Tis. 535,065 (decrease from 1864, 
Ts, 355,082). Exports to native ports, Tis. 1,993,941 
(increase, Tis, 125,541). The total import trade for 1865 
amounted to Tis. 4,521,390, and exports to Tle. 2,529,006, oran 
aggregate of about £2,350,132 against £2,000,000 sterling the 
total value for 1864. This progress although not very strongly 
marked is encouraging, and leads us to hope for much better 
things when the crisis through which the commercial world has 
just passed shall have been obliterated even in its effects. 
Opium shows a marked increase, probubly im consequence of 
the Imperial edict promulgated early in 1865 prohibiting the 
cultivation of the poppy in Shansi. “ho design of the framers 
of the edict has been completcly frustrated, as is evidenced by 
the increased itnports from India ; we can only hope that the 
soil hitherto devoted to the culture of the poppy is now put to 
the more praiseworthy purposo of producing grain and cotton. 
Within the last year considerable quantities of manufactured 
goods have been shipped from Chefoo to Korea, where they 
are bartered for ginseng, timber, and paper. The trade is as 
yet in its infancy and is carried on solely by native junks, The 
exports from Chefoo resemble those from Newchwang, and con- 
sist chiefly of pulse and pulse cake. ‘The quality is superior to 
that obtainable at Newchwang, and there is in consequence @ 
steadily increasing demand for those articles at Chefoo. Cotton 
was produced in large quantity during 1864, but the settlement 
of the Amcrican difficulty lowered the demand and brought the 
exports from Tls. 61,805 to Tls. 19,142. Chefoo supplics, as 
wo have seen, Korea, and also of course the province of 
Shantung. Goods intended for consumption in the interior are 
carried by junks to Ta Tsing-ho, where they are transhipped to 
lighter craft and are then carried along the tributaries of that 
river aud the canals which, as at Kiang-su, run in every direc- 
tion, By this means they rench Chi-nau-fu, the capital of 
Shantung, Tung-chang-fu, Yen-chow-fu, Tsao-chow-fu and 
Tung-ping-chow, all important cities in the same province, 
They are said to find their way even to Ta-ming-fu, in the pro- 
Chih-li, on the borders of Shantung. 

Wo had hoped to receive accurate details regarding the Grand 
Canal from the Commissioner either at Tien-tsin or at Chefoo, 
but we are still in ignorance of the actual state of that great 
channel. Mr, Baker informs us that in former times when the 
Grand Canal was in good order throughout its course from 
Chinkeang to Tien-tsin, the southern grain junks used the 
inland route exclusively, but that since it has become no 
longer of use for this purpose, grain is transported by long sea, 
This we knew before, but for the past two years the English 
papers published in China have from time to time reported the 
commencement of active operations for the restoration of the 
canal to its ancientstate of eflicieucy. Whether the projectedim- 
provements have or have not fallen through we cannot say, but 
apropos of this subject, we would suggest to the framers of 
future reports as well as to the journalists in China, to collect 
as many facts as possible regarding not only the Grand Canal 
but the Yellow River, and the subjects of interest which are 
indissolubly connected with the past history of the Celestial 
Ewpire, 








SILKWORMS SET ASIDE. 

If report speaics the truth, for which however she is not universally cele- 
brated, Lyons, France, and indeed all the world will be able to laugh at 
the silkworm disease, and the West will once more become independent 
of the East for raw material for the looms. A gentleman named Trocol, 





who resides at a place called Bourg-Argental, near Saint Etienne, 
to have discovered the means of producing silk without worms or cocoons! 
Having arrived at the conviction that the silkworm was a mere mechanical 
agent in the matter, a middle man to be got rid of, and that the silk 
resided in the muiberry and only required extracting (a position which 
may be true, much in the same sense as that every block of marble con- 
tains a Venus, provided the sculptor have only the talent to relieve the 
goddess from her bondage), M. Trocol set to work, and, we are told, 
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after endless trials, disappointments, and renewed efforts, has succeeded in 
coaxing the silken Venus out of the heart of the mulberry. The Memorial 
dela Loire, a respectable journal, says that it is assured the thing is done. 
“We cannot be expected (says the writer) to explain the process by 
which M. Lucien Trocol treats the young shoots of the mulberry troe, and 
reduces them to the condition of bundles of filaments, but trustworthy wit- 
nesses assure us that these filaments are of irreproachable whiteness, are in 
no way to be distinguished from cocoon silk, and submit like thatto all the 
necessary operations for working the materi 

It is a magnificent discovery and only requires confirmation ; but it will 
be awkward for our friends who are engaged in the Chinese silk trade. 
Perhaps, however, the invention of M. Trocol will not come into general 
practice so rapidly as to leave no time for getting off old stock and avoiding 
new engagements, We shall watch the new process with considerable 
interest, 











THE CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL 
COMPANY. 
(MONEY MARKET REVIAW.) 
The coincidences that may be found by a very slight inquiry between 
industrial, commercial, and scientific progress in the West, may also be 
distinctly traced in the ruder civilisations of the East. In the West, the 





introduction of steam was followed by a wonderful advance in the arts of 


locomotion. The use of steam, by the necessities it created, stimulated 
geological science to the search for and the discovery of carboniferous de- 
posits in localities previously unsuspected of containing such elements of 
wer and wealth. Then the advance in material facilities of interchange, 
y some hidden law in our mental nature, created a state of restlessness 
for still more rapid intercommunication of thought and intelligence 
that was only satisfied by the recent perfection of ocean telegraphy. As 
a decade or two is but little in the life of a nation, and still less 
in the life of the world, these advances may be regarded as synchro- 
‘nous, and so entitled to the designation ef coincidences, though, chi 
nologically they were separated from each other by what, from a 
int of view, might be regarded as long intervals oftime. Such having 
een the progress of the West, a little reflection will show that the 
Tike coineilences are being exacily repeated in the East;-and that they 
are, perhaps more rapidly than in the West. fulfilling the inevitable law 
of progress, though operating upon civilisations inferior to our own. Take 
the case of India. Five-and-twenty years ago—a period as nothing in 
the life of the country—there was not an inch of railway in the whole 
Peninsula. Now most of its chief cities and marts are connected with 
each other and with the ports on all its coasts by the iron band, and the 
mileage is constantly increasing. The necessity for the production of 
steam led to the discovery and development of coal deposits in quarters 
where the older race of geologists would have pronounced the search as 
waste of time and labour. And then India received nearly if not quite 
simultaneously the gift from the West of the inestimable advantages of in- 
land and ocean telegraphy. ‘The material progress which India has made 
from this combination of coincidences is only an example of what is 
certain to happen from the like causes among all the other countries of 
the East. Indeed, it is evident already that it is not in the Indian 
Peninsula alone that}the East is advancing on the civilisation of the 
‘West through the agencies of material progress. The same inevitable 
law is now in operation in several of the bordering countries. The 
rate is not the same, but the movement hascommenced. A special 
development is taking place at the hands of the company whose name 
stands at the kead of these remarks, and which isat once both a steamship 
anda coal company. Here we have at once the two great elements of pro- 
gress—coal and steam—in practical combination. The coal is a deposit 
in a small British possession—the island of Labuan. The steam is needed 
to increase intercommunication in the Malay Archipelago, and with the 
world at each ofits sides, It is already used to convey the mails to and 
from that other settlement of ours, Singapore—the “ City of the Lion" — 
to the Spanish possession of Manila, of the trade of which we conduct fully 
three-fourths. Without the coal of Labuan there would not be steam 
mail communication, on anything like reasonable ‘terms, between Singa- 
porezand Manila, and British trade would feel the difference, But with 
two such mighty agencies at work, each animated by the irresistible motive 
of commercial profit, it may well be affirmed that the East is surely follo! 
ing the progress altained in the West. The configuration of the Archi- 
pelago toggens a a glance the conviction that nature intended its position 
as a focus for trade to diffuse its beneficent influences among the surround- 
ing populations. It was through this Archipelago that the ancient trade 
was carried on between India and China. Coal and steam, while multi- 
plying the political advantages of the position, have extended them as a 
commercial route even to Japan ; and, by-and-bye, submarine telegraphy 
will further increase their utility. 

‘No mean part is being played by this company in its double cap: 
coal-owner and mail-carrier. Labuan is about half way between apore 
and Manila. Steamers coal there either or both ways; and we observe 
that while the quality of the coal is improving as the surface deposits are 
removed, the Royal Navy in those waters as well as mercantile steamers 
constantly resort to the island to replenish their fuel. Labuan is thus 
becoming a scene of incessant movement, as may be expected from the 
increasing trade between Japan, China, India, the Islands, and the outer 
world, as far as England. Such a geographical position, accompanied by 
such natural resources, among which is to be reckoned the finest water in 
the East, is unrivalled in that part ofthe world. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the trade of the company, especially in coal, is increasing; 
and it is spectally satisfactory to learn that by the end of the year the yield 
will be increased to 3,000 tons per month, for every ton of which there is 
@ remunerative demand. In their character of shipowners and mail-car- 
tiers the company are stated to be realising good profits. 

It is satisfactory to learn that the shareholders have adopted a policy 
well calculated to make the most of the advantages they possess. Their 
liability on account of uncalled capital has been reduced to a merely 
nowinal point. The details of tho new arrangement we described in our

piled by the Abbe Mermet de Cachon, and published with tha assistance of 
Capt A. Le Gras, of the French Imperial Nav, as regards the English 
portion, and of the learned professor M. Leon Pages with respect to the 
Japanese. Tho work is, moreover, published under the patronage of 
Monsieur Drouyn de Lhuys, late Minister of Foreign Affaire, and of 
the Marquis De Chasseloup Laubat, Minister of Marine and of the Colo- 

jies ; it therefore comes before the world with the highest recommenda- 
tions literary as well as official. 

M. Abbe Mermet de Cachon has resided in Japan for twelve years. 
Captain Le Gras is the author of various hydrographic works, and parti- 
cularly of nautical directions for maritime regions in the Far Rast, M. 
Leon Pages is an acknowledged authority with respect tothe Chinese and 
Japanese languages, and is now engaged in a translation, from the original 
Portuguese, of the “ Dictionnaire Japonais-Francais” of the Jesuits, a 
portion of which has been published. 

M. Pages gives a short explanation of the combined system of Chinese 
and Japanese writing adopted in the Dictionary under notice. The Japa- 
nese language, in itself syllabic, admits in speaking, and still more when 
written, a considerable number of Chinese words which have been intro~ 
duced by the learned. These words are written in their proper Chinese cba- 
racters, but are pronounced in a manner somewhat differently according to 
the genius of the Japanese tongue. The construction of the phraseshowever 
is always Japanese, and the Chinese words have particles affixed which in- 
dicate the inflections of the nouns and verbs. The more elevated the style of 
the composition the more these Chinese words abound in the Japanese 
composition. Sometimesthe Chinese word is not represented by the Chi- 
nese sound rendered in Japanese but by the synony min the latter language. 
The Dictionary is printed in two columns, one containing the word or 
phrase in French and English, the other the same in the Japancse and 
Chinese symbols with the pronunciation beneath them, The following 
specimen will show the plan of the work :—

It must be understood that the sounds of the Japanese are rendered ac- 
cording to those of the French language. 

‘The Dictionary is prefaced by a list of Japancto signs with their pro- 
nunciation, and a table of the vocal forms with their equivalents in 
French. It is remarked in a note to this table that while the Japanese 
have the letter R and not the letter L, the contrary is the case with the 
the Chinese. We have noted but very few faults in the English trausla- 
tions and those, generally, of no importance. work is printed by 
M. Victor Goutry, of Faris; the Japanese symbols are remarkably olear, 
and the work in all respects admirably executed. The commercial as 
well as the learned world ought to be grateful to the authors and all con- 
cerned in the production of this Dictionary, which represents an immense 
amount of work of the most difficult description and which must have

Monetary and Commercial. 
—o— 

The outgoing mail conveys £50,000 bar silver, purchased 
here for the use of the Hong Kong Mint. This operation caused 
@ monetary rise in tho marketof gd. por ounce, but there is at 
present no further demand, and the quolation remains at 60$d. 
Mexican Dollars are still without inquiry for China, and the 
price is unchanged at 4a, 11d. per oz. 

The allotment letters of the Agra Bank (Limited) have been 
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issued, and, looking at the intense and daily increasing depres- 
sion in all classes of investments, it is highly satisfactory that 
the applications were not only considerably in excess of the 
amount required, but were mostly from new investors, the pro- 
portion of new subscribers to old shareholders being five to two. 
The arrangements for the resuscitation of the bank have, it is 
stated, made rapid progress. The replies from the sharehclders 
have been unanimous in favour of the proposal, and the assents 
from the creditors in this country now exceed £4,000,000 out 
of about £5,000,000, Application will be made to the Court 
of Chancery on the earliest day that can be obtained for its 
sanction to the plan. 

With reference to the resignation of Messrs. Flux and Argles 
of their appointment as solicitors in connection with the Bank 
of Hindustan, China, and Japan, the directors of the bank have 
passed the following resolution :— 

“That the board hereby expresses its regret. that circum- 
stances have occurred to induce Messrs. Flux and Argles to 
send in their resignation as solicitors of this bank, in which 
capacity they have, in the judgment of the board, always evinced 
the greatost zeal and ability, and in accepting the resignation 
the board believe that it will, nevertheless, be for the interests 
of the bank that they be allowed to carry on all pending pro- 
ceedings.” 

The application made on the 30th ult. in Vice-Chancellor 
Kindersley’s court on the part of Mr. Charles Oppenheim, that 
the movey now in the hands of the liquidators of Overend, 
Gurney, and Co., amounting to £1,200,000, should be divided 
amongst the creditors, was ordered to stand over until the 8th 
inst. for the decision of the Vice-Chancellor. The solicitor to 
the Defence Association was present to oppose any division 
until after the pending motions respecting liability shall have 
been disposed of, as in the event of the shareholders being 
successful, they would not only claim the amount paid in 
respect of the £10 call, but also nearly £1,500,000 paid in 
respect of their shares. It transpired during the argument 
that the claims of creditors to the extent of over £1,000,000 
in respect of guarantees are disputed, and from this it would 
appear that the liquidation of the company, through its inti- 
mate connection with the acts of some of the partners of the 
old firm, is likely to be involved in very serious litigation. The 
members of the Defence Association have, through the advice 
of the committee, decided upon paying their money into Chan- 
cery, and have remitted the funds for that purpose. 

The half-yearly meeting of the Ceylon Company (Limited) 
is called for the 18th December, to declare an interim dividend. 

At a mecting of the astern Bengal Tea Company (Limited), 
on the 27th ult. it was resolved to wind up the company 
voluntarily under the supervision of the Court of Chancery, 
and Mr. F. B. Small was appointed liquidator. 

The directors of the China Steamship and Labuan Coal 
Company (Limited) have issucd a circular announcing a call of 
£1 per share in accordance with the terms of the circular of 
4th October last, and urging punctual payment, in order to 
enable the recoustruction plan to be carried out without delay. 

Tn a late issue we noticed the return of the acceptances of 
Messrs. J.B. Cumming and Co. We understand that tele- 
granis have been received announcing the suspension of the 
house in Singapore, Messrs. Cumming, Beaver and Co. 

The premises of the old Agra and Masterman’s Bank, in 
Nicholas-lane, Lombard-street, covering a very large area, have 
been put up at auction, but were bought in. It has been sug- 
gested that these premises, from their peculiar situation aud 
extent, comprising a frontage in Lombard-strect as well as 
Nicholas-lane and Clement’s-lane, would form an admirable site 
for the city Post-office, which is at present confined to very 
inconvenient dimensions. 

The Cuion Bank of Australia has issued a notice inviting 
tenders for £400,000 six per cent. Queensland Governmeut 
debentures, the first portion of £600,000 entrusted to their 
charge, ‘Ihe disposition of late on the part of investors has 
been decidedly towards colonial securities, and the present 
transaction it is believed will be successful. The issuing price 
is £91 per £100 debenture, including interest from the 1st of 
July last, and payments will be required between the present 
date and the Sth of January. 

The prospectus has been issued of the Union Hill Silver 
Company (Limited), (Nevada), with a capital of £60,000, in 
£6,0G0 shares of £10 each. The deposit ow application is 10s, 
per share; on allotment £1 10s. No call is to exceed £1 per 
share, and only at intervals of two months, The property, it is 


' stated, consists of three extensive silver mines in the best part 
of the richest district in Nevada. The Northerner, the Morn- 
ing Glory, and the Blazing Star, are the names of the mines. 
‘The owners take payment in 3,000 fully paid-up shares, and 
these shares are not to be entitled to any dividend until and 
after 20 per cent. per annum has been paid to ordinary share- 
holders, 

The prospectus of the Nicaragua Railway Company (Limited) 
has been issued. The object is to open a transit route between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, through Nicaragua, as pro- 
jected by Captain Bedford Pim. The nominal capital is 
£1,000,000, in shares of £10 each, one-half to be now issued. 
The first shareholders are to receive, from the free grants of 
land conceded to the company, in perpetuity ten acres for each 
share allotted. There is a highly respectable provisional com- 
mittee, including Captain Bedford Pim, R.N.; Mr. Charles 
Bell (Thomson, Bonar, and Co.), Admiral Young, director of 
the Royal Mail Company; Mr. Eden Colvile, director of the 
Panama, New Zealand, and Australian Steam Company; Capt. 
Maury, LL.D.; Mr. Parke Pittar (P. Pittar and Co.), Mr. A, 
A. Pollock, &. Mr, Hawksley, C.E., and Mr. Collinson, C.E., 
are the engineers, 

‘The liquidators of the Scinde, Punjab, and Delhi Bank Cor- 
poration have issued a circular stating that they have £200,000 
available toward a part return of capital to the shareholders. 
This capital, under a provisional arrangement with the National 
Bank of India, was to have been handed over to that institution, 
which was to issue shares at par for the amouut ; but some of 
the Scinde shareholders were promised, at one of the public 
mectings of the company, the option of taking such shares or of 
receiving cash, and as the National Bank of India object to the 
arrangement being carried out, except in its entirety, a request 
has been addressed to the Board of that bank at Calcutta to au- 
thorisc the cancelling of the scheme, in which caso the liquida- 
tors will be enabled forthwith to distribute the funds in hand, 
A further distribution of about £70,000 is hoped to be ulti- 
mately made. 

Mr. John Stuart, Secretary and Treasurer of the Bank of 
Bombay for twenty years previously to 1860, and whose 
Management of its business is considered to have been most 
successful, has been reappointed by the directors, and will pro- 
ceed to Bombay by the steamer of the 18th of December. 

Advices from Liverpool announce the failure of a firm of 
wine brokers, owing, itis stated, to transactions in the China 
trade, The assets are expected to produce about 10s, in the 
pound, 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of October, 1866, 
and for the ten months ended 31st October, have been published, 
The month of October, 1865, was one of extraordinary activity 
in our export business, but the returns for the past month 
show an increase of nearly nine per cent. over the totals of 
that date. Compared with the corresponding month of 1864, 
there is an increase of about 31 per cent. ‘he improvement 
over last year is chicfly under the heads of cotton and woollen 
manufactures aud miscellaneous or “ unenumerated” articles. 
In the shipments of cotton yarn there has been an increase of 
28 per cent. in value and 39 per cent. in quantity, and in 
cotton manufactures an increase of nine per cent. in value and 
17 per cent, in quantity. Woollen goods figure fora falling off 
in quantity, but an increase of 10 per cent. in value, The value 
of the exports during the month of October of this present year 
was £16,895,894, against £15,547,225 in the same month 
of 1865, and £12,871,491 in October, 1864. For the period 
of ten months ended 31st October the total value of the 
exports from this country was:—For 1866, £158,832,792 ; 
for 1865, £135,264,602 ; and for 1864, £136,275,652. These 
figures show an increase in value for 1866 over 1865 of 
£23,568,490, or about 17 per cent. ; and an increase over 
1864 of £22,557,140, or 16 per cent. Of the enumerated 
imports we have returns up to the 30th September, the total 
value for that month during the three years being as follows :— 
For 1864, £19,961,633; for 1865, £21,632,731; and for 
1866, £18,305,015. For the nine months ended September 30, 
1864, their value was £160,974,110 ; for the same period of 
1865, £137,303,165 ; and for 1866, £174,167,605. It will 
be observed that there is a decrease in value of £3,276,716 in 
the imports for the month as compared with 1865, and of 
£1,605,618 as compared with September 1864; but for the 
nine months there is a steady increase, the amount being as 
follows :—Increase for 1866 over 1865, £36,864,44C ; and 
over 1864, £13,193,495, 
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Unless these operations have been persistently carried on 
upon unremunerative terms, a supposition for which there is not 
the slightest ground, there must already have been some progress 
towards the accumulation of new wealth in tho country to 
repair the disasters of the panic, and when we consider the 
enormous amounts yearly received in the shape of foreign and 
colonial dividends it will be seen that the process of accumula- 
tion must be going on at a rate which will not long remain 
without forcing some new channel for investment, if all the old 
channels are to be distrusted and abandoned, as would scem to 
be the present resolution of the public. The extert and value 
of our trade with tho ports and countries in the Far East con-
